5; In Appendix XXIII, in the heading, the sign and word “/Special Import Licence” shall be deleted. 

6. In Appendix XXXV, after the existing Sr. No. (d) and the entries relating thereto, the fcllcwirg new Sr. No.

7. After the existing Appendix XLVI, a new Appendix XLVII as per the Annexure enclosed, shall be added, 

8. Attention is invited to para 11 of the Ministry of Commerce Public Notice Nc. 64(PN)/92—97datedthe 21st 

October, 1992 wherein it hasbeen stated that the procedure for grant of special import licences will be notified, 
separately. The following procedure shall apply for grant of special import licences :— 

(i) The application for issue of special importlicence shall be made in the prescribed foimand manner to 
the licensing authority concerned under whose jurisdiction the Registered office in the case of a limited 
company and head office in the case of other exporter is situated. 

(ii) Fordeemedexportsandexportsto ACUcountries : 

(a) The exporters shall file the claim ccnsolidately of all such exports/supplies for which foreign exchange/ 
payment has been realised in a calender month. Such applications should reach the licensing auth¬ 
orities concerned within the six calendar months from the last date of the calender month to which 
the application relates. Any application filed after the prescribed period of six months shall be 
rejected. 

(b) In resp;ct of past cases, the exporters are allowed to file their applications upto 31st December, 
1992. 

(iii) Star Trading Houses/Trading Houses/Export Houses and export of products covered by quality certi¬ 
ficate : 

The recognised Star Trading Houses/Trading Houses/Export Houses and exporters of products 
covered by quality certificate who are eligible for issue of special importlicence in terms of para 142 and 
153 of the Export and Import Policy 1992—97 read with Public Notice No. b4/(PN)/92—97 dated 21st 
October, 1992 shall file theclaimforspecial import licences consolidately based on the NFE of the relevant 
preceding licensing year. The last date for filing the application is 31 st December, cf the licensing year. 
The applications filed after 31st December shall be summarily rejected. The applicr nts who get their 
StarTra ding House/Trading House/Export House Certificate late may apply for grant of Special Import 
Licence withina period of 2 monthsfromthedateofsecuringtherelevantcertificate provided thcyful- 
filthe criteria laid down in Public Not : ce No. 64(PN)/92—97 dated the 21st October, 1992.
